Hee ſaw man to beſo na- 

turally prone to Idolatric and ſuperſtion, that all Prohibi- 

tons, Reperitions, Inculcations, and Reſtrainrs, would be 

all lictle enough co keepe the .-—oyp=—. ane of cor- 

rupt nature within compatle. The nezghings of corrupt 

' nature after Idols, arc ſuch as mitly makes the Lord « 
Jealous God. Mans _— vpon ſpirituall vncleanenelle, 
and ftrange loue, makes the Lord thus lealous, and his ica-. 
louſie makes him thus cautelous, and provident. 

Who would hauc thought, that after ſuch a terrible 
ſight as the Children of 1iracll ſaw at the giuing of the 
Law, after ſuch dehberare, and reſolute promutes as thoſe, 
Exod. 19.8. and 20.19. that they would ar all, or at leaſt, in 
a long time, haue offercd ro haue broken any of theſe 
Lawes? And yernotwithſtanding, How quickly twrned they 
ont of the way which God commandedthem ? 'Exed. 3.4. 8. 
Deickly ng ory forty dayes were not yet expircd, bctore 
they haue curncd out of the way. And what was the firſt 
Commandement they ſoquick/y tranſgreiled ? That Com- 
mandemecut which 1s ſecond in order,was the firſt in tranſ- 
greſhon. The ſecond Commandement was the firit thar 
was openly and generally tranſgreilſed after the Law was 
given. Yca, not onely did they doe it quickly, but (chat ic 
may appcare they did it madly) they did it whileſt the ter- 
riblc ſignes of Gods preſence were viſibly remaining ; 
for eyen at that preſent did the Mounraine yet burne with 
fire, as appeares, Dew. 9.15. One would haue thought,

Doth Gods bleſſing accompanie_ his Ordinances? 
Then let vs with thoſc, Revel, 14. 4. Follow the Lambe 
whuther ſocver hee geeth. As weedelireto hauc the bleſſing 
of God amongſt vs, ſo let vs care to haue and keepe his 
Ordinances anonglt vs. Where Gods Ordinances dwell, 
there dwels a bliciiing, if wee would dwell vnder Gods 
blelling, let vs dwell vader Gods Ordinances. Nehe,11.2. 
The people bleſſed all the men that willmg!y offered themſelues 
10 dwell at [eruſalem, T hat was fomewhac that the people 
bleſſedchem. Burt what 1s the. peoples bleſſing ro Gods 
bleſſing ?. God will bletle them chat willngly, and deſi- 
rouſly dwell at leruſalem, where himfelte dwelt berweene 
the Cherubins. When David heard of a bleſſing vpon O- 
bed Edom for the Arke, fee what hee did, 2 Sem. 6. 12. So 
David went and brought wp the Arke of God from the houſe of 
| Obed Edoms, into the Citte of David with pladneſſe, David 
would fetch a bleſſing into his Cine, by fetching the Ark 
thicher. When therefore wee heare of Gods bleſſing ro 
goc with the Arke, with all gladnefle ſeeke vo get and ſer 
the Arke amongſt vs, and follow it as the Iſrachites did in 
cher 1ourneyes, Whither ſoever it went. . Surely-chey that 
hue from vader Gods Ordinances, doc liue without the 
verge of Gods blefſing. Outward chings they may haue, 
bur bleſſings chey are not worthy to bereckoned, vnleile 
they come out of Sion. Bleſſings r may be counted in a 
largeſenſe,bur they are bur ike Eſaws bleſſing: Gen.25.39 
46. In which there 15 neither the name of God, nor the 
name of bleſſing,wheras in /acobs ver.27.28.29.thereis the 


name of boch. T hey be poor bleſſings that come nottrom . 


Gods bleſling. 

Gods bleſh1ng followes therecording of his Name,is an- 
nexed to his Ordinance, T hen it is in vain to expettablet- 
ling from any thing which hath nor firſt cheName of God 
recorded vpon it. No Ordinance, no bleſſing. He that ſhall 
abſcrue the Jearning,the auſtere regularity of the Pharities 
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in or Saviours time, may wonder that that order did no 
more good among the people, A {trift Se, tull of ſce- 
ming devortion, and holines, and a Set both porentand 
diligent in {ceking tro make Profelyrtes,and yer brought no 
man to God, or rue holinelle indceede, Whar might the 
reaſon be? The order and rule of Piarifattime was none 
of Gods making, and therefore had none ot Gods blu{ling. 
It had not Gods Name recorded 1a it, and therefore noc 
Gods bleſling with it. Who would nor haue expecicd that 
all crayncd vp inthe ſtrict and devour {choole of the Pha- 
rilies ſhould haue prooved generations of Angels, rare and 
worthy inftruments in the Church of God, to haue done 
ſpeciall and excellent {cryice, and yet both /ohn and ourSa- 
viour call them generations of wipers. Where Gods Ordi- 
nance 15 not, there 1s a curle, and Is curie brings torch v1i- 
pers m ſtead of Angels. So 151t with all che hietinous relgt- 
ons of Popiſh re1g1ous orders, of Dominicans, trancif- 
cans, Ic{uits, and the rc{tof that rabble. They haue. not 
che Name of God, bur of Dommrke, and Froxcur, recor- 
ded 1n them, andtherefore notwithitanding all cheir ttr1&t- 
netle, ſeverity, regularity, and pretended holinetle, they 
are but generations of Loeuſts, Apoc-g.10. The ]cluices 1n- 
decd haue the Name of Ieſus called vpon their order. Bur 
by whoſe mttitution ? By what aurhority did {gaatices re- 
cordthe Name of Teſus vpon a fictitious order ot hi» owne 
deviling. An order I1iKkethe monerh wherein was [croboam 
tcait,7he month which he had dewiſcd of his owne heart. 1 Ken, 
12.33. They haucthe inftirution, and {to the ble{ſing of 
Tpnatins: a Souldier was their founder, and ther courſes 


and practiſes haue bcene ſutable. Since they are nor of . 


Gods Ordinance, they mult needs want Gods bleſſing. 
[rbelongs to the ſame hand to ordaine and bletſe,there- 
fore no bleſſing in the vic of Iumane Ordinanees not war- 
ranted by Gods Word, becauſc Gods blefſiing onely fol- 
lowes his owne Ordinance. It 1s with Ordinances 2s 1t 1s 
with creatures, Mules arc barren, and docnot increaſe and 
and multiply : Whar may the reaſon bec ? Becauſe thor 
Vit 


v

vnnaturall generation, was not from God, but of Azahb 
his invention z by the copulation of Horlcs and Aﬀles, 
Gen.36.2,4 And Gods blcſing of increaſe and multiph- 
cation 18 onely vpon workes of his owne hands, and crea- 
cures generated according to [11s owne order, Gen.1.22.26. 
In like manner 1: 15 with Ordinances for the worſhip of 
God, It they want Gods makivg,rhey ſhall alfo want Gods 
blefling. 

Doth Gods blefſing accompany his Ordinance ? Then 
rſt wee not contented with the bare preſence, and enioy- 
mcur of his Ordinances, but labour with his Ordinances 
to get his ble{iing. Thus is the maine,andthe end of his or- 
dinances, and better never hane his Ordinances, then not 
withall to haue Jus bleſſing. Ir1sa curſe to haue the Ordi- 
nances without the ble{hng. Berhſaida and Corazin had 
Gods Ordinances, and { apernanw had them inſo eminent 
a incaſure 1n regard of Chriits perſonall Minittery, and of- 
ren relidence there, that ſhee was even hited vp to heaven 
in regard of theſe priviledges. Burt what were thoſe 1n 
cho(e places thar got not the bleſſing the berter for theſe 
things? Woe to thee Bethſazda, wo vnto thee Corazun, So 
dome 1t{citenor fo curſed. 

A ſeajonable meditation for our ſelues of this place. 
Gods Name 1s hcre recorded amongtt vs,and ye haue been 
at coſt 1n building, that yee ng ht haue Gods Name recor- 
ded amongſt you. Your mtention 1s religious, and come 
mendablc, but now take hced ct ſetting vp your reſt here. 
Now let your care be to ger Gods blething with his Ordi- 
nances, What ſhall you be the berter tor your Chappell, 
for the Muniſtery among!t you, 1f you want rhe bleſſing, if 
your foules projper not 1n grace, and goodnelle, if you get 
notthe blc{ngs of taith, & repenrance. Whar are you the 
berrer that you can cry,The Temple ofthe Lord,the Tem- 
ple of the Lord, and yet in the meane time Cannot ſay, the 
viciting of the Lord, the bleſing of the Lord. Berter a 
bleſiing withour a Temple, then a Temple without blef- 


ling. -Sunce therefore yee haue bene at coſt, and charges 
ro 
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(24) 
to build vp an houſe for Gods Ordinances, improue your 
coſt, ler ir be but ſo much pur our to ſpiritual vſury, ger 
theadvantage, and rerurne of a bleſſing. In any calc bc- 
warethar the impuration of fooliſh builders lie noc vpon 
you. lc is a bynng mecke, Luk, 14. 30. This man began to 
build, and was not able ts finiſh. Letit never therefore be ſaid 
of you, Theſe men began to baits, they built thc outhide, 
bur negletted the inhide, they buile a Chappell, but bwlc 
not vp themſclues. Labour chertore vnder the Miniitcry to 
be builr vp 1n grace, knowledge, to bee built vp 1n your 
molt holy faith, in the power of godlindle, and religion. 
Thus 15 the bleſſing, If yee had not becne avlets haue 
brought this worke about, andyec had becue fo ro {ceke 
tor good benefadtors, as that yee had becnetorced to haue 
left it 1n the ſuddes (as the hopes and delires of roo many 
were,aud of thoſe who ſeemed to be ſomewhat,as Panl ipeaks, 
Gal. 2.) Whar aridiculous mocking-ſ{tocke had yee bcene 
to the whole Countrey round about ? Not one traveller 
would haue paft your raad, bur would haue beſtewed 
ſome gibe or 20m vponyou. Now therefore that yee hauc 
gone . farre, if yet here ye ceaſc,and (it you downe,and 
now labour nortor theblefſing,itwil prouc a matrer of far 
greater-diſgrace and reproach, then the other would hauc 
done, and you will another day make your ſc]ucs ga- 
zing-ſtocks ro men and Angels, that you were at all cus 
coft tor nothing, yea to adde tro your owne tmart and 
ſorrow. 

It is a great worke which is alrcady done, but yer the 
one halfc, yea the farre greater haltc1s behinde: go thorow 
ſtichwith it, your walsare vp, now vp with your ſclues. 

Wherefore dee yee ſpend your money and not for bread? faycs 
theProphet Eſay, 55.2. So here, wherefore doc you ſpend 
your money, and not tor a blc{{ſing.? To what purpole is 
all this waſte? why haue yee caſt away ſo much ſilver ? It 
had becne berter for you to hauc kept your money in your 
purſes, then to gocand lay it out, and then &a-like, to go 
withontthe bletſing. Since therefore ye haue been ar this 


colt, 
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coſt, get ſomeryhat for your money. Ye haue done a good 
deed,labour now as the Apoltle ſpeakcs, ro be bleſſed 14: your 
deed, lam.1.15. It now you ſhall ger grace, conlicience, 
deyotion,holnes,then bletled are you in your decd. If not 
it had becne good for you, thar never bricke had becn layd 
vpon brickean chis building : and yce will one day curſc 
the day that ever the Name ot Chuatt was recorded amongſt 

OU. 

The Well that //aack digged at his ramovall from Svr- 
wah, he called by the name ot Rehoboth, Gen.26.22. that is, 
roome, or cnlargcment, for now ſaith hee, the Lord hath 
made roome for 23, and wee ſhall be frnitfull in the Land. S0 
the Lord here hath made vs a Rehoboth, hee hath made 
roome tor vs, who beforc in that ftormcr place of fo 
{mal} capacity, and receipt, wete fo exceedingly itrayted. 
Now it we cal fay that jn aſpirituallſenſe which followes, 
1nd we ſhall be frantfull m the Land, then ſhall wee be blet- 
{ed in our Rehoboth, Let vs not reſt in ut that we hauc a Re» 
heboth, nor yet 1n this that we haue Gods Name recorded 
in our Rehoboth: bur lct our care now beerto be fruitful] 
vnder the meanes of grace, and 1n the vic of Gods Ordi- 
nances, To be frmatfall m every good worke, Cel. 1.0. andrhen 
we hauc the blefling : fruntulncile 15 a ſpeciall bleſsing of 
God. 

When Damid ſaw the marvailous willingnetle of the 
pun in oftering towards the buyJding of the Temple,he 
both blctTes God, and blctles the people. And what blet- 
ling beſtowes he vpon the people? O Lord keepe this for e- 
wer in the nagiation of the thoyghts of the heart of thy people, 
and prepare their heart unto thee. 1 Chron.29.18, As it hee 
hadſaid, I reioyce toſce this people fo forward to ſo good 
a worke: as they:haue beene ready to giue to thee, fonow 
I pray thcereturnerthem a bleising, even giuethem good 
hearts. So now that yee haue beſtowed this coſt vpon the 
place of Gods worſhip, all I wiſh you, and the beſt 1 can 
wiſh you, 1s that God would prepare your hearts v.ato ham, 
that having honek and os hearts ro Gods ordinances, 
k YOU 
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you may like the good ground bring forthfruit, and ſo 
with Gods Name haue Gods bleſsing. 

So much for the promiſe. The extent and latitude of it 
followes. God hath promiſed heere goodly things, bur 
where, and in whart places will God thus come, and come 
with his bleſsing ? /n all places where [ record my Name. 

As God is no reſpe&ter of per{ons, fo no reſpetter of pla- 
ces, but in all places where his Name 1s, his preſence and 
his bleſsing is. 1 Tim 2.8. In every place. God thinkes no 
place to meane for his Chamber of preſence, bur if his 
Name be therc, hce will bcethere alſo, {z af places, at an 
Altar of earth as well as any other place, in the Countrey 
as well as in the Cine, 1n Shiloh as well as in Icrufalem, in 
the Wildernctle as well as in Canaan, in Chappels as well 
as churches. 1f Is ordinances bee there, "55 will hee 
Come. 

I wonder then why many men ſhould thinke the-pla- 
ces of publike Aflemblings too meane for their grearnelile, 
They think themielues roo greatto honour vulgar Atlem- 
blics with their preſence, Beholda greater then Salomon,and 
therefor2 a better then themtclues zx here. God will come, 
and God doth come, how meane ſocver the place and 
Company be: Why ſhould any then thinke their great- 
nelle 5 Sap6 by comming where God himſclfe comes, 
] queſtion no mans pany 4s I] envie no man his con- 
veniences, onely I blame ſuch pride as caſts a contempt 
rag Atſemblics of the meaner ranke. /ohn was not wor- 
thieto looſe Chriſts ſhooe latcher, and yet Chriſt thinkes 
him worthie the honour to lay his hands vpon his head 
in Bapriſme, and does him the honour of comming in 
perſon to the place where Johs _—_ Then came leſws 
from Galilee to [ordan wnto lohy to be baptized of him. CMat, 
3.13, Not then ſent Icſus to John,to come from lordan to 
Galilee to come ro him. Such was the honor that Chriſt 
would doe Gods Miniſters, Gods Ordinances,and the Af- 
ſembhes of his Saints. 

And1s jttrucindecd that God 1s no reſpecter of places, 
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bur if his Name be recorded in any placethen hee is there! 
Now whart an incouragement 3sthus to frequent all places 
of Gods worſhip, and where his Ordinances are, Jet this 
one thing beare downe all obic&tions whatſoever before 
it. Alitde panes, alittle lofle of tyme for the world, will 
be abundancly recompenced 1n this ſo great benehite of 
Gods preſence, and his bleſſing. I know many wonld 
willingly be preſent at any holy fervice, and publike reh- 


' £10us ducty, bur chat the place 1n their 1udgement 1s not ſo 


convenient: were itthar it were 11 ſome other more con- 
venicnt place, they would not bce wanting 1n any good 
dutic, but onely the place 15 not thought 1o convenient, 
and therefore they thinke it nor lo firte ro come to ſuch a 
place. But where ocher neceſſities, and inconveniences 
gruejcaue & liberty, what pitie it 15 {o {mall a thing ſhould 
abſent any fromthe W+ rd of grace, that 1s able ro taue our 
ſoules! 1 impole a necetsity vpon no man 1n a tree-will- 
oftcring, I call no manfrom che nccetlary affaires of his 
call:ng, bur ſo ber it be not done with purpoſed negleet, 
nor intended contempt of holy voluntary tervices, gme 
vnto your callings that whuch 1s your callings. But when 
a mans calling and condition giues lum leaue and liberty 
co giue vnto God that which is Gods, and hee hath no 0- 
cher caule of abſence from fuch duries, but a diſafftefting 
of the place, I conceine this too weake a cord to hold itx a- 
ny,the leaſt ſtrength of good attcctions, Thus preſent point 
will breake this cord, as Saw/oz did his, as it were a raw 
threed. Let the place be whar, or where it will be,the que- 
ſton is, whether Gods Name betherc or no? Are his Or> 
dinanccsthcre 2 yes, that will not be denycd : well,if Gods 
Name bethcre, my Text tcls vs, that God he will come, In 
all places where my Name 1s recorded 1 will come, And ſhall 
I retuſeto comewhere God comes ? God forbid. Speci- 
ally his blelsing comming where he comes. It is good 
commung where God mY his bleſsing come. Why then 
ſhould any diſcoriceit of place barre me from comming ? 
So I may meet God and hs bleſsing, I would come co any 
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place, ſo Gods bleſſing may hght vpon me, I care nor jn 
whar place it be. Bur the lewes tell the Samaritans, that 
leruſalens 15 the place where men owght to worſhip, lohn 4,20, 
But wharſoever they ſay, marke what Chrift ſaycs, Woman 
[ fay wnto thee, nether m this AMountaime, ner 11 / ertſalcns. 
Burt where then 2 Saint Par tels vs, 17 19,.2,$. bv ndyr;- 
T97@, in every place. It 1s ſuthcient to the Eagles thar there 
be a carcalle 1n any place, For whereſoever the carcaſſe zx, 
thither will the Eagles reſort. Let them hauca carcaile, and 
they ttand not much vpon the place. And the hundred and 
forty toure thouſand which were redcemed fromthe earch, 
fellow the Lambe whuther foever hee goes. Apoc. 14, And 
therefore it Gods Name bce recorded 1n Sewaria, [c- 
ruſalem hath no more priviledge for Gods preſence, and 
bleſſing then Samaria hath. ] finde none to take offence at 
Paxls preaching place, Af. 22.30.31. It was buta meane 
place, yctas long as P aw preached the kmngdome of God, and 
thoſe things which concerned the Lord Teſus Chriſt, they tooke 
no ſuch oftence at the place, as to loſe che good that mighr 
be had in thatplace. Ir 1s a good note of Father Latmers 
vpon Clnitts preaching our of Sons boare, or ſhip. Je 
was a goodly Pulputiayes hee, that Chrift had gotten him here, 
av old rotten beate, and yet heepreacht his Fathers will ons of 
thit Pulpu. He cared not for the Pulpit, ſo hee might doe the 
people o90d. So, looke wee not ar the place whar it 1s, or 
whercitis, but ſo we may doeour ſoules good, ler vs goe 
ro any place. Let vs make the Lord himſelfe the Judge in 
this cafe. Dew. 12.5. V/nto the place which the Lord your God 
foall chuſe to pur his Name there, even wnto bis habitation 
Aral yee ſeeke, and thuher tho ſhalt come. As if he had faid, 
where my Name 1s ] will come, and whuther I come, zh 
ther ſpalt thou come. Chriſt comes to vs leaping over hills 
and mountaines.
